The committee was set 
to meet as Pulman’s View 
went to press on Monday, 
and an agenda report ex¬ 
plained: “In 2010 a situ¬ 
ation arose where a new 
business (which was part 
of a national chain) was 
opened in the High Street 
and an independent town 
crier, who was employed 
by the national chain, 
was invited to represent 
them in Honiton. 

“This caused the Honi¬ 
ton town crier [Dave Ret- 
ter] much distress as it 
contravened the rules of 
the guild [The Ancient 
and Honourable Guild of 


Town Criers].” 

On the occasion in 
2010, it is claimed Mr 
Retter was not informed 
and the town council was 
not consulted. 

The report said: “The 
town crier has requested 
that the town council for¬ 
malises the matter in 
order to avoid future dif¬ 
ficulties and misunder¬ 
standings where possible. 

“The town council has 
power to make a bye-law 
only in very limited cir¬ 
cumstances which does 
not include provisions 
for town criers. 

“It is therefore pro¬ 
posed to adopt a policy to 
set out the town council’s 
position with regard to 
the Honiton town crier.” 


Committee members 
were recommended to 
approve a proposal that 
the town council adopts 
the Honiton Parish Town 
Crier Policy, part of 
which reads: “The Honi¬ 
ton town crier, as ap¬ 
pointed by the town 
council, shall have re¬ 
sponsibility for any cries 
required in the parish of 
Honiton. Any external 
town crier shall not be 
permitted to make any 
cries in the parish of 
Honiton without the prior 
knowledge and permis¬ 
sion of the mayor, chair¬ 
man or proper officer of 
Honiton Town Council 
and shall fully co-operate 
with the Honiton town 
crier, who shall be per- 


Axminster backs Carpets workers 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched to 
save more than 300 local jobs after 
bosses at the beleaguered Axminster 
Carpets factory took action to save 
the company from financial ruin. 

The Axe Valley was stunned when an 
announcement was made just after 
lunch on Wednesday of last week that 
Axminster Carpets Ltd had given no¬ 
tice to appoint adminstrators. 

Within hours union leaders were set¬ 
ting up a campaign to save Axmin- 
ster’s carpet making tradition that 


goes back to 1775 and has given the 
town a worldwide reputation. 

On Saturday morning the town 
united behind the carpet workers 
when hundreds supported a rally and 
march through the streets to highlight 
the plight of the carpet industry and 
call on the government for support. 

High level talks are taking place to 
find a possible buyer for the company 
which employs more than 400 people 
in Axminster and Buckfastleigh.

B axe valley 
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IT WAS the news that Axminster was expecting 
but hoped would never come. 

After months of speculation and rumour about 
the future of Axminster Carpets Ltd, the an¬ 
nouncement was finally made on Wednesday of 
last week that the Axe Valley’s biggest employer 
was indeed in financial trouble. 

The news shocked all and sundry - but sur¬ 
prised no one. 

It was common knowledge in Axminster and 
its surrounds that the town’s most famous man¬ 
ufacturer was struggling to pay its bills. 

A job at Carpets used to mean a job for life and 
many employees spent all their working days at 
the Axminster factory. Sons followed fathers 
into the factory in the safe knowledge that their 
careers were secure. Many lived in company 
houses. 

Axminster Carpets was a family-run firm 
peopled to a great extent by families, a rarity in 
these days of businesses being gobbled up by 
conglomerates and asset-strippers. 

Over the years the company founded by the 
revered Harry Dutfield MBE enjoyed huge suc¬ 
cess, building a worldwide brand with examples 
of their work gracing some of this country's 
finest buildings and a reputation for looking after 
its staff. 

After some leans years in the early 2000s, the 
company returned a modest trading profit in 
2010 but there has been a further slump in the 
domestic market since then. 

This latest decade has seen a dramatic decline 
in carpet manufacturing with many casualties

along the way. In 2007 carpets worth £1.27 million 
were sold; last year that figure had dropped to £968 
million. Couple that with the most difficult trading 
conditions since we were last at war, and the enor¬ 
mity of survival in such times becomes clear. 

It has not, however, been all bad news in recent 
years. Axminster Carpets won its much deserved 
Royal Warranty and the company continued to 
supply carpets for some of Britain’s most high pro¬ 
file addresses, including Clarence House. 

It is the human costs that is most concerning in 
these circumstances and this is a harrowing time 
for those 400 employees who work for Carpets. 
Some of them turned out with the couple of hun¬ 
dred of supporters who processed through the 
town on Saturday. It generated good publicity to 
highlight their plight but the union’s call on the 
government to bail out the carpet industry will fall 
on deaf ears. 

Whilst negotiations take place to secure a buyer 
for Axminster Carpets continue, the company has 
secured a legal moratorium to keep creditors at bay 
and high level talks have been taking place involv¬ 


ing both Devon County and East Devon District 
councils to find a way forward. 

There is, of course, great concern outside the 
gates of Woodmead Road over the economic im¬ 
pact on the local community if a solution is not 
forthcoming and those historic gates were to 
close forever. It would be premature and unhelp¬ 
ful to speculate on such issues until all avenues 
for survival have been exhausted. 

Whilst the focus in going forward will rightly 
concentrate on the protection of jobs, I would like 
to finish by commenting on the contribution of 
the Dutfield family to the life of Axminster over 
the last 80 or so years. 

As a young reporter I interviewed Harry Dut¬ 
field many times and assisted with the compila¬ 
tion of a book he put together on his life story. He 
was such a focussed and determined individual, 
a colossus of a man in so many respects - a 
tough operator with a huge compassionate 
streak and a loyalty to his staff which went much 
further than being their boss. Acts of Harry’s 
kindness are legendary in Axminster. 

To lose the family firm will be hugely traumatic 
for Harry's son Simon, the current chairman, and 
for managing director Joss, Harry’s grandson, a 
young man who has borne the huge responsibil¬ 
ity of keeping the company going in recent years 
and who shares his grandfather’s passion for 
carpet making. 

Axminster should not forget what influence 
the Dutfield family has had on the town which 
they made famous all over the world. 


Taking Axminster to the world 


I T was a chance meeting with a West Country clergy¬ 
man that led to the manufacture of carpets returning 
to Axminster 100 years after the weaving industry had 
ceased in the town. 

Harry Dutfield, the man who was eventually to form 
Axminster Carpets Ltd in 1937, had helped his father, a 
carpet designer, weave a perfect reversible carpet on a 
handmade loom in the family’s attic in Kidderminster. 
He was just 17 years-old at the time. 

He was rewarded with £5 from his father and after mak¬ 
ing several more carpets in the attic, he took premises in 
the town. 

But his career did not get off to a very positive start and 
whilst he was recovering in hospital from having his ap¬ 
pendix removed, his premises were destroyed by fire. To 
his horror, due to his illness, he had failed to renew his 
insurance but the Royal Insurance Company still agreed 
to pay out, a decision which led to Mr Dutfield doing 
business with them for the rest of his life. 

With a former schoolfriend, Stephen Quayle, the ambi¬ 
tious young man started again under the name of Dutfield 
and Quale in 1929. Despite the austerity of those post- 
Depression days and union problems, his business flour¬ 
ished and he was able to buy his first Jaguar car for £299 
in 1935 at the age of 27. 

On his train journey to the London Motor Show Mr 
Dutfield shared a carriage with a West Country parson 
who told him the story of Thomas Whitty, who had 
achieved renown as a carpet manufacturer in 18th century 
Axminster. 

Whitty had weaved the first Axminster Carpet in 1755 
and had gone on to sell them to the Sultan of Turkey and 
George III, who visited his factory. Unfortunately, the 
carpet industry in Axminster petered out in 1835 follow¬ 
ing a serious fire some years earlier when Whitty’s grand¬ 
son, now running the company, was declared bankrupt. 

The story of Thomas Whitty prompted Mr Dutfield to 
write to Cecil Forward, clerk to Axminster Rural Council, 
and soon the carpet industry was to return to Axminster 
with local businessmen coughing up £15,000 in financial 
backing to supplement Mr Dutfield’s personal investment 
of £7,500. Today it is rumoured that, despite their current 
financial difficulties, the company’s assets exceed £40 
million. 

And so the family dynasty was born. Land was ac¬ 
quired, premises built and looms purchased. Houses were 
even built for workers returning home from the war and 
are still occupied to this day. From day one Harry Dut¬ 
field always maintained that his staff were his greatest 
asset and they were looked after accordingly. 

Axminster Carpets soon went from strength to strength, 
setting up a dyeing and spinning mill in Buckfastleigh 
and forming a manufacturing company in New Zealand 
in 1950. Later the Drysdale breed of sheep was intro-

duced to the UK. The 1960s and especially the 1970s 
were boom years as “An Axminster from Axminster” be¬ 
came a symbol of quality and gained a worldwide repu¬ 
tation. Soon an Axminster appeared in many of Britain’s 
finest homes and most prestigious buildings. 

At its peak the company employed more than 600 work¬ 
ers. 

High profile visits 
to the factory 

Simon Dutfield, Harry’s son, was appointed a director 
in the early 1990s and, whilst Mr Dutfield senior never 
really retired, he was able to spend more time pursuing 
his favourite pastime - big-game fishing for marlin, par¬ 
ticularly in Shimoni in Kenya where he became known 
to local beach boys as “babu yetu”, “our grandfather”. 

The Axminster Carpets success story did not go unno¬ 
ticed in the corridors of power with high profile visits to 
the factory in the 1990s by Margaret Thatcher and by the 
Princess Royal. Mr Dutfield was awarded the MBE in 
1997, many thinking the honour was a long time coming 
and should have been a knighthood. 


The founder and driving force behind the world’s most 
famous carpet maker died in 1999, leaving a huge void 
in the life of Axminster. 

The world economy and indeed the carpet industry was 
changing rapidly by the time the new millennium arrived 
and the early 2000s proved to be a very difficult time for 
Axminster Carpets. Simon’s son Josh became a director, 
staff numbers were reduced and £2 million stripped out 
of costs. 

There were great moments in the town in 2005 when 
residents celebrated the 250th anniversary of the making 
of the first Axminster Carpet by Thomas Whitty. A replica 
carpet, later donated to the nation, was processed through 
the town and two new bells cast for The Minster in hon¬ 
our of Thomas Whitty and Harry Dutfield, their chimes a 
permanent reminder of the two men that made Axminster 
great. 

By 2010 the company was back in profit but the reces¬ 
sion has dug deep since then, and despite short working 
weeks being introduced and directors taking pay cuts, the 
dreaded but unexpected news of possible administration 
came last week. 

Now the fight begins to save one of the world’s most 
respected brands.

Inspired by the project, Honiton Commu¬ 
nity College students were keen to get in¬ 
volved, having already taken on the role of 
voluntary sports leaders on behalf of the col¬ 
lege. They’ve previously run inter-primary 
school sports competitions and promoted 
sports for local young people. 

Last year, lead sports teacher, Mr Taylor 
was joined by Honiton Community College’s 
headteacher, Glyn Smith, on a conference 
trip to Ethiopia, to find out more about the 
scheme. 

The pair were joined by representatives of 
25 UK schools as well as Ethiopian digni¬ 


taries such as the Secretary for Education and 
the British Ambassador, where plans for the 
incentive were put into place. 

Keeping the legacy alive, the five sporting 
students went to Africa to put their plans into 
place, visiting several local schools promot¬ 
ing physical education, leading sports lessons 
and providing essential sports equipment and 
stationery to support the Ethiopian curricu¬ 
lum. 

Mr Taylor commented on the trip: “We ar¬ 
rived to a fantastic welcome, which included 
dancing and introductions from the sports 
leaders. 

“We experienced daily coffee ceremonies 
and the students were able to spend an after¬ 
noon discussing the different cultures in Eng¬ 
land and Ethiopia. 

“On Tuesday the Sports Leaders were able 
to distribute the Year Seven postcards, which 
were met with a frenzy of excitement. 

“The Shashemene pupils had lots of ques¬ 
tions for us and many of these centre around 
football, so keen football fans Jake and 
Ebony were in their element! 

“On Wednesday we visited a local primary 
school and enjoyed a sightseeing tour of the 
local area, which included a trip up into the 
mountains to see a natural spring. 

“We were fortunate enough to observe 
some lessons and immersed ourselves in the 
learning taking place. 

“We are all very impressed with the stu¬ 
dents at the school and they are all very keen 
for us to see their exercise books. 

“It was refreshing to see examples of teach¬ 
ing and learning similar to ours and to see 
how seriously Ethiopian pupils regard their 
education. 

“We played volleyball, frisbee and football 
in a GB v Ethiopia mini-Olympics and whilst 
Ethiopia won the volleyball, we were victo¬ 


rious in the football with myself and Jake 
Phillips scoring goals!” 

The trip was completely funded by each in¬ 
dividual student, with the help of a number 
of local organisations. 

The Honiton and District Lions showed 
particular interest in the trip when they pre¬ 
sented the group with named ‘t’-shirts for 
their own use and others for distribution to 
the school, together with a donation towards 
sporting equipment and classroom materials, 
much of which was purchased locally to as¬ 
sist the Ethiopian economy. 

Headteacher, Glyn Smith, added: “It has 
been an honour to support the International 
Inspiration project which has allowed our 
students to transform the lives of Ethiopian 
children through the power of sport. 

“This was not about financial support for 
this country, but to develop sport and engage 
local children to stay fit and active, particu¬ 
larly girls who can be disregarded in terms 


of sport in Ethiopia. This was about allowing 
the children to have fun, but actively promot¬ 
ing expertise and practice so this legacy can 
be sustained to further develop sport in Third 
World countries. 

“When visiting Ethiopia, the schools were 
equipped with the most minimal sports 
equipment and so it is has been a proud mo¬ 
ment for the school to be involved in improv¬ 
ing this for the future. 

“Our sports leaders do amazing voluntary 
work for the college, hosting primary 
Olympics and interschool competitions and, 
without them, we couldn’t promote sport like 
we do. 

“Well done to all who went out to Ethiopia, 
it really has been an incredible opportunity 
for us all.” 

A similar trip will take place in 2014, and 
staff at Honiton Community College hope to 
continue to make a difference to the lives of 
others in the future.

Tax changes putting pressure on vulnerable 


■ AS a disabled person living in Sidmouth, I feel that 
EDDC are putting pressure on the vulnerable following 
their one bedroom tax scheme. 

As a severely disabled individual, I need twenty-four 
hour supervision, which is carried out by my carer, who 
is also my wife. 

I live in a two bedroomed bungalow and although there 
are only two of us living in the property, which comes 
under sheltered accommodation, the second bedroom 
is of vital importance to us. 

Due to my disabilities, I often have restless and sleep¬ 
less nights, and my medication such as morphine often 
leads to night attacks, so the second bedroom acts as a 
place for my wife to get much needed rest. The second 
bedroom also acts as a dining room, as we only have a 
small kitchen and lounge, so I am able to sit up right at a 
table when eating due to problems with my spine. 

After receiving a letter informing me of the proposed 
changes to housing benefit due in April and bedroom tax, 
I received a visit from a representative of EDDC to as¬ 
sess our situation who stated that we were still a couple 
living in a two bedroomed property and that from April, 
I would have no choice but to have my council tax in¬ 
crease for that extra room to £78 a month. 

The other option, I was told was that we would have to 
downsize which came with its own problems- We would 
have to find a property, that properties were difficult to 


come by with a long waiting list and that to move into a 
one bedroomed property close to my current location, 
it would still cost £20 a month more rent. 

I feel that as a disabled and vulnerable individual, I have 
been targeted unfairly and that there is no logic to this 
scheme. I have numerous disabilities and I have to take 
more than twenty different types of medication a day, 
so I cannot work. 

The disabled should be an exception to this scheme, 
especially when the second bedroom in our bungalow is 
so vitally needed, particularly to allow my wife time to 
re-cooperate. 

I understand that there is a need set out by the gov¬ 
ernment to local councils to save £1million, however gov¬ 
ernment leaders have since stated that although the 
cuts had to happen, they did not advise local councils to 
get this money back from rent and rates and this is an 
individual decision made by each local body. 

It was recently said by Ian Duncan that senior officers 
for local councils are being overpaid, with most being 
paid between £50,000 and £80,000 a year. By cutting 
this alone, this could save £1.9 billion. 

Councils putting pressure on tenants, particularly 
hurting and targeting the vulnerable and disabled is not 
the answer.

The budget has been maintained for Seaton in Bloom 
to improve on last year’s silver gilt with Val Christmas 
leading the team and, hopefully, we can get more volun¬ 
teers and go for gold. 

The Tourist Information Centre service is being ex¬ 
panded to provide help for both residents and visitors 
alike, now agents for National Express. 

The Welcome Team will be out and about from Grizzly 
weekend and during the summer to help visitors enjoy 
their stay in Seaton.

Burdus blockbuster bags a point 


Newton Abbot 3 Sidmouth Town 3 

MARK Burdus' 85th minute wonder strike 
from 40 yards earned Sidmouth Town a share 
of the spoils at Newton Abbot Spurs'Recre- 
ation Ground on Saturday. 

The freescoring hosts gained the initiative 
early on and Town 'keeper Jack Burgess was 
kept busy as his defence tried to stem the 
steady flow of attacks. 

The Vikings were struggling to play any 
football on a bumpy pitch and possession 
was wasted time and again. However, on 25 
minutes Matt Rasmussen managed to rifled 
in an angled shot into the far corner past the 
startled Ross Belotti. 

Unfortunately the lead lasted two minutes 
as Spurs were awarded a penalty and top 


scorer Adam Dyson drilled in the equaliser. 

Spurs gained the lead on 35 minutes when 
slack marking from a corner resulted in a de¬ 
flected effort ending in the Vikings net. Half¬ 
time was approaching as skipper Mike Stamp 
received the ball 30 yards out and he made 
no mistake as he curled in with his favoured 
right foot into the far corner. 

Half-time had arrived and the mood in each 
dressing room would have been one of dis¬ 
belief. For all their pressure two goals was 
scant reward for some good football from the 
home side with Town only having two 
chances and clinically dispatching both. 

The second-half was a more even affair and 
chances at both ends went begging before 
the prolific Dyson was again on hand to 


smash his second goal with 20 minutes left 

The Vikings made some adjustments and 
kept trying to chase the equaliser as Spurs 
players were guilty of time wasting and were 
clearly hanging on to their slender lead. 

From a free-kick swung into the Spurs 
penalty area Mark Badcock looked to have 
won a penalty as he was clearly fouled, only 
for the official to wave play on. 

And so it seemed that the Vikings efforts 
were in vain until Burdus 1 equaliser saved the 
day. 

Sidmouth manager Paddy Thomas said: "I 
can't praise the players enough after another 
gritty perfomance. 

We didn't play as well as we can but they 
never gave in. In the first-half Spurs could of 


been out of sight as they coped with the sur¬ 
face a lot better than us, but goals win points 
and we were lethal in that department! 

This Peninsula league is a strange one this 
season with most sides, Exmouth Town aside, 
capable of beating each other on any given 
day.
